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Ripe and Ready - The Dry Harvest

The word for the year is 'dry'. Dry dirt where 
once was water; parched pastures, waterless skies, and 
dusty earth. 

Water is one of those things nobody really thinks 
about until not much of it is there for us to do with it what 
we want, when we want. Meanwhile, impatiens grow 
leggy and lackluster and hydrangeas wither during the 
at-first voluntary, but now mandatory, water ban on non- 
essential outdoor watering. 

Think of Tri-Town's present-day generation 
of farmers and growers with the ebbing reservoirs at 
the dawn of harvest time. Consider cranberry growers, 
especially, whose annual cycle of bog flooding, cranberry 
floating, and berry catching hinges on enough rain over 
the next week or so to regenerate reservoir supplies 
surrounding their crop. 

But the drought conditions have not left the 
cranberry grower completely high and dry in any way. 
Again, the keyword here is 'dry', and the dry harvest, 
which has been ongoing since the middle of this arid 
September, is in full swing - with or without water. 

And it's a good thing, too. Certainly dry picking 
is laborious and tedious at times, with the manual labor 
of walking with the old mechanical Furford round and 
round the perimeter of the bog circling at lengths in a 
slow spiral toward the center, plucking and picking and 
plunking into burlap sacks that only hold enough berries 
for about the length of 20 to 25 feet of bog before the 
operator must pause to unload a full sack and replace it 
an empty one. 

The Johnsons - Dana, Paula, and their two sons 
- have been pirouetting around the bogs, their stage for 
this annual harvest dance of the cranberry grower, dry 
picking their 30 acres of bogs located in Rochester, their

hometown, and neighboring Middleboro. 

The Johnsons' bogs, which have remained in 
the family for four generations now, like many bogs in 
the region, produce year after year the livelihood of the 
Johnson family. They painstakingly participate in the 
cyclical life of cranberry growing: pulling all-nighters 
during frosts in the spring to keep the bogs from freezing, 
irrigating throughout the summer until harvest time, and 
keeping close watch during the winter months to be sure 
the low-lying vines stay safe from frostbite. 

"From bud to berry," said Dana. "You miss one 
frosty night and that's your whole year's pay.... The only 
time we're really relaxed is after the harvest." 

As the Johnsons dry picked their bogs on the 
morning of Monday, September 27, the dried-up irrigation 
ditches that outline and zigzag the acres of cranberries 
and the dwindling depths of the surrounding water 
reservoirs had no influence on what was being done that 
day, for there is no need for water during a dry harvest. In 
fact, water would put a damper on the whole operation, 
delaying it until dry conditions returned again. And at a 
pace of about an acre a day, time ticks pretty loudly when 
you're dry picking. 

Dry picking is the Johnsons' preferred method, 
selling their harvest as fresh fruit instead of the 'wet 
pick', which is sold for juices and sauces. Fresh fruit sales 
are more lucrative, said Dana, making the more time- 
consuming work worth it. 

"It's easier to flood," said Dana, "there's much 
more labor to dry pick." But at this time, dry picking 
in such dry weather conditions is actually preferred, as 
opposed to the wetter weather for the wet harvest - for 
which conditions certainly are not very accommodating

this point in the year. 

"This year, almost everyone is hurting for water," 
said Dana. 

Although the dryness has affected the crop - to 
some extent causing variations in size and color - there 
is still some time for the climate to further enhance the 
berries. 

"Cold, crisp air and sunny days like this," said 
Dana. "That's what colors them up nice." 

Dana has been doing this since he was 17, and 
he'll be doing it for the rest of his working life, likely, until 
his sons take over. 

"It's a nice way of life," said Dana. "And it's nice 
to be your own boss." 

But Paula, said Dana, she was always the nucleus 
around which all the Johnsons' aspects of cranberry life 
revolve. 

After all, behind every good cranberry grower, 
Dana says, is a good woman. And as they dry picked 
the morning away on Monday, Paula literally was there 
behind him, picking up with her identical Furford the 
berries that Dana missed, together dancing the dance that 
is the life of a cranberry grower.

Mello spends his days working at the preschool 
from three to seven hours a day. He wakes up and feeds 
his cat in the morning, and then after work he studies, 
fetches water, rides his bike, charges his laptop at the 
police station or local NGO, and works on other projects. 
But now he has a bigger project in mind, and with a little 
help from back home, he might just get it done before he 
returns to Rochester in June. 

At the bisongo, there are some pretty serious 
problems. Although it might not sound like a big deal, 
the fence surrounding the bisongo is trampled down and 
the front gate is broken. This lack of a proper enclosure 
has led to a number of issues for the staff and students 
at the school. People who don't belong there come and 
go, and stray animals enter in, damage equipment, leave 
disease-transmitting feces all over the grounds, and even 
sometimes enter the classrooms and interrupt the class. 

"The preschool's teachers at the preschool 
stressed the need for a proper barrier the first time I 
saw the school grounds," said Mello in a press release 
he shared. "I asked them if they would want to replace 
the fence, and they correctly responded that a new fence 
would be insufficient, since a new fence would not last; 
they wanted something better." 

Mello has worked with his local contact NGO 
to devise a plan and concluded that a wall would be the 
best option to effectively enclose the school. A price tag of 
$11,000 for a 2.1-meter high wall, though, is a formidable 
cost for the village. 

"There would be many positive outcomes for 
the preschool if we are able to get a wall built around the 
school," said Mello. 

Teachers could leave supplies safely in the school 
without the threat of being stolen. The grounds could be 
cleaned-up and kept clean and sanitary, and playground

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equipment could be repaired without the threat of further 
damage. The latrine could be fixed and kept intact, and 
a garden could be created and protected sufficiently 
enough to provide a benefit to the entire community. But 
most importantly, outside forces would be kept from 
interrupting the teaching and learning process for the 
village children. 

"The community would now have a functional 
meeting place," said Mello. 

The people of Burkina Faso, Mello says, are 
welcoming, kind, and seem to freely express their senses 
of humor. Although there have been some cultural and 
language barriers for sure, Mello has found himself at 
home there. 

"I'm hoping to help my preschool get to a point 
where they function successfully and independently," 
said Mello.

DaRosa Loses Superior Court Appeal

On September 19, Plymouth County Superior 
Court upheld the decision of Mattapoisett' s director of 
inspectional services, Andy Bobola, when he reversed his 
decision to grant a building permit to Daniel DaRosa for 
the construction of an extended pier over an easement. 
DaRosa's residence is located at 3 Goodspeed Island and 
known as lot 28 on the assessor's map. 

The court's decision indicates that when Bobola 
looked further into the regulations allowing a building 
permit for accessory structures, he realized that another 
lot separated DaRosa's property from water access. 

That additional lot is known as lot 28A and is owned by 
another party, not DaRosa. 

The decision reads in part: "Initially on August 
4, 2014 Andrew Bobola had certified compliance. However, 
subsequently on May 5 , 2015 Bobola issued a revised statement

saying that the project would not be in compliance with local 
zoning requirements and recommending that the licensure be 
denied . " 

Another point made in the decision indicates that 
courts have ruled that municipal zoning bylaws carry 
significant weight noting, "The local zoning board is also 
entitled to deference because of its special knowledge of "the 
history" and purpose of its town's zoning bylaws." 

In a follow-up interview with Mattapoisett Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne, he said that DeRosa could 
appeal the court's decision, but felt it was a significant 
process and one that would have to go before an appellate 
court. 

"They would have to show misinterpretation or 
use of faulty law . . . and the court may not hear it . . . they 
could say that all other appeals have not been exhausted," 
Gagne said. 

Gagne also said that without the building permit, 
the Chapter 91 waterways license could not move 
forward. 

"The building permit and license are boot- 
strapped together," he said. 

DaRosa's attorney John Gushue, when asked 
for a comment regarding the decision responded, "My 
clients and I do not have a comment at this time. We are 
reviewing the judge's decision."

Recommendations

The Fall Special Town Meeting warrant has been 
signed, sealed, and delivered, and on September 26, 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen sat with the Finance 
Committee to say 'yay' or 'nay' on recommendations for 
the eight articles. 

Both the selectmen and the Finance Committee 
voted to recommend Article 1 to appropriate $10,000 to 
cover the cost of contracting a company to tidy up and 
codify the town's bylaws.

During discussion over the article, FinCom 
Chairman Kristian Stoltenberg said former Town 
Administrator Michael McCue first brought the matter 
up as a priority, but the article was skipped over at the 
last town meeting when the only company to bid on the 
project was prepared to offer the town far more services 
for a higher cost than the town needed or could budget 
for. 


Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson, 
present that night, requested that a representative from 
the Planning Board and the ZBA be allowed in on the bid 
selection process, which Selectman Brad Norse concurred 
was the right way to go. Selectmen Chairman Naida 
Parker said the cheapest and simplest method was the 
way to go. 

Article 2 to fund a new air-conditioning system 
for the police station passed with no issues, with 
Stoltenberg stating that although the FinCom had initially 
approved funding for temporary repairs to the current 
system, he acknowledged that the A/C would not last 
another summer. The amount of the article, which the 
FinCom along with the selectmen recommended, is 
$27,000. 

Article 3 is for supplementing four separate 
department projects: $1,500 for the town clerk's office to 
restore permanent record books from the 1800s; $4,800 for 
money already spent on police station A/ C repairs; $3,100 
for a fire protection system at Senior Center; and $17,725

to cover an unforeseen increase in town insurance rates. 
Selectmen and the FinCom both recommended the article. 

As for Article 4, the Finance Committee chose to 
refrain from taking a vote to either recommend or oppose 
$20,000 to fund a town hall / town annex study, preferring 
instead to hear what residents on Town Meeting floor 
would have to say about it. 

"I tend to agree with him," said Parker, although 
she was overruled in her position by Morse and 
Selectman Richard Nunes, who voted to recommend the 
article, with Parker abstaining from the vote. 

Article 5 sets aside $32,000 to cover potential 
contract settlements with the town's union personnel 
- contracts that will soon be negotiated. Selectmen and

Finance Committee members recommended the article, 
unanimously. Everyone also recommended Article 6 to 
restore $67,000 back into the stabilization fund, which 
comes from FEMA reimbursements that finally were paid 
to the town to cover the winter of 2014. 

The Finance Committee abstained from voting 
on Articles 7 and 8 as both of them pertained to the 
personnel bylaw. 

Selectmen recommended Article 7 to amend and 
simplify the language pertaining to the process in which 
employees can file grievances and Article 8 to prolong the 
employee probationary period from three to six months. 

The Fall Special Town Meeting is on October 17 at 
6:45 pm at Rochester Memorial School. 

In other matters. Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar said progress towards securing the electric cars 
and charging stations via grants the town has received 
from the state has been slowed, as the town continues to 
seek affordable bids. 

The next meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
is scheduled for Friday, September 30, at 10:00 am 
at the Rochester Town Hall meeting room for the tax 
classification hearing with the Board of Assessors.

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represented the Hendersons. The two attorneys said that 
their clients would be submitting new notices of intent and 
a plan to ' de-link ' the two properties from the single order of 
conditions that had been issued years ago. The attorneys said 
by separating the two properties, the Hendersons could then get 
the modifications that would improve environmental conditions 
on their property. The proposed concept seemed agreeable to the 
commissioners . " 

Both counsels were once again present as A1 
Ewing of Ewing Engineering presented plans for the 
Henderson's NOI and David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates represented Westley's request for 
amended order of conditions. 

Ewing explained how grading of the Bay View 
lot would diminish stormwater ponding, which has 
long been a problem while not creating drainage issues 
on abutting lots. He also went into detail regarding the 
applicants' request to make improvements to revetment 
areas along a coastal beach. 

Davignon then presented his case for an 
amended order of conditions for the Grand View lot that 
adjourns the Bay View parcel. He said that changes to the 
irrigation system, installation of a well, and revetment 
improvements to match Bay View would fix drainage 
issues without causing additional water problems for 
surrounding lands. 

Davignon' s presentation brought the majority of 
the questions posed by Mattapoisett Shores neighbors and

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invested residents of the private beach community. Paul 
Silva, 11 Bay View Avenue, wondered if moving irrigation 
pipes from one location to another wouldn't prove better 
than the directional flow proposed by Davignon. 

Silva contended that by simply changing that one 
aspect, the roadway would be spared possible stormwater 
damage in the future. After consideration, Davignon took 
that under advisement as a possible solution. 

Ewing heard from Lee Estes, a decades-long 
resident of the beach community, who aired concerns 
about the beach revetment plans that included the 
placement of large boulders for the purpose of protecting 
the two properties in question from wave action. Estes 
said that the stones and boulders would make walking 


the beach difficult. 

Chairman Bob Rogers asked all parties to consider 
a continuation until the next meeting to give Davignon 
and Ewing sufficient time to update plans based on public 
hearing feedback and to give the commission time to 
consult with the Department of Environmental Protection 
to ensure that revetment plans were allowed so close to 
coastal beach resources. Both hearings were continued 
until October 12.

Complaints Filed Against Rochester ZBA

During the September 22 meeting of the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals, Chairman Richard 
Cutler and board members David Arancio, Richard 
Spirlet, and Tom Flynn discussed complaints that have 
been lodged against them to the Office of the Attorney 
General by Cathy Mendoza, 32 Hiller Road - complaints 
alleging violations to the open meeting law. 

Mendoza's complaint alleges that open meeting 
violations occurred during one of several public hearings 
regarding a special permit for Wellspring Farms and on 
a second occasion when there was the presence of a ZBA 
quorum during a site visit to the farm located at 42 Hiller 
Road. 

Mendoza and several other abutters to Wellspring 
Farm have complained bitterly about noise and loss 
of peaceful use of their residential properties due to 
commercial activities on the farm.

Owned by Jim and Holly Vogel, Wellspring Farm 
has been operating since 2000 as an experiential mental 
health facility for children with compromised cognitive 
abilities. Neighbors had complained of increased traffic 
to and from the Vogels' property, loss of privacy and use 
of their outdoor spaces due to clients' vocalizations and 
close proximity to boundary lines, and smells from large 
manure piles. 

During several ZB A hearings, abutters and the 
Vogels, along with supporters of Wellspring Farm, came 
out in force as the Vogels sought to have a special permit 
for the operation of a commercial business in a residential 
area heard. The Vogels prevailed and on September 8, 
they received a special permit with restrictions. 

The complaints were received in the building 
department office on September 15. 

The first complaint reads in part: "Specific 
persons alleged to have committed violation - Chairman 
Richard Cutler, David Arancio, Kirby Gilmore , and Davis 
Sullivan; violation description - three members of the ZB A 
scheduled an on-site visit. " However, four members were 
present constituting a quorum. Mendoza contends that 
discussions took place with Vogel on his property and 
that deliberations occurred outside a public hearing. Date 
of alleged violation was August 25, 2016. 

The second complaint lists the following alleged 
violation: "Specific persons alleged to have committed 
violation - Richard Cutler, and town counsel Blair Bailey; 
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violation description - town counsel suppressed public 
discussion of items publically requested by Chairman Cutler." 
Date of said violation was August 26, 2016. 

Cutler responded to these complaints by saying, 

"I don't understand the open meeting violation . . . there 
was no discussion on site, only questions and answers...." 
He went on to say, "Ms. Mendoza made the comment that 
people had been looking at her in her pool. I asked where 
was the pool ... I couldn't see it." Cutler said he also 
asked Vogel to show him the manure location. 

Cutler asked the board if they would like to seek 
legal representation in this matter. They voted in favor of 
seeking the town's legal assistance. 

In other business, a hearing for a special permit 
to convert a single-family dwelling to a multi-family 
dwelling that was filed by William Milka, 241 New 
Bedford Road, was continued until the next meeting of 
the ZBA. 

The next meeting of the Rochester ZBA is 
scheduled for October 13 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
meeting room. 

Local B&B Still Waiting for ZBA Decision 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Once upon a time there was an innkeeper in 
Marion who wished to increase the number of bedrooms 
at her bed and breakfast from one to three. Seemed like a 
simple enough request to Kate Hill, 460 Front Street, since 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals had already granted 
her the first permit for the two existing bedrooms and the 
bylaw allows a maximum of three. 

So, back in August, Hill went on her way when 
the ZBA closed the public hearing to take the matter 
under advisement. After she was gone, the board engaged 
in further discussion on the matter, voicing skepticism 
over the accuracy of Hill's recount of her B&B operations. 

The board members huddled around Chairman 
Marc LeBlanc holding an iPad as they browsed two 
websites and concluded that perhaps Hill was already 
renting three bedrooms, maybe even a fourth. And, with 
the public hearing already closed and Hill unable to speak 
to the board's assumptions, the board adjourned the 
meeting with the information they accumulated to vote 
on the matter at a later date. 

It wasn't long before Hill read in the newspaper 
about what transpired after she left. She wrote an email 
to the ZBA and, with legal counsel, asked for the public 
hearing to be reopened in order to seek further legal 
counsel on the matter. 

On September 22, Hill returned before the ZBA 
with Attorney Richard Schaffer to address the board's 
prior post-public hearing comments, explaining that one 
of the rooms is only used for four months out of the year 
due to poor insulation; during the eight colder months, 
the room is sealed off and another room would be rented

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instead, currently considered a sewing room. That room 
would be used as the third bedroom during colder 
months. 

"I was not here at the last hearing," said Schaffer. 
"It sounds as if the board was a little off-center with 
respect to the issues, at least as I see them here." 

Schaffer cut right to the chase, saying that 
Building Commissioner Scott Shippey made the 
request that Hill simply provide him with a monthly 
report detailing which rooms are in use once the ZBA 
approves the third bedroom. Furthermore, Schaffer said 
the third bedroom and the inn is not a detriment to the 
neighborhood, and the inn also complies with the criteria 
listed in the bylaw. 
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"I think we meet every one of [the criteria] and 
we should be able to move forward and increase the use," 
Schaffer stated. 

Board member Betsy Dunn brought up the 
assessors' records, which say the house only has four 
bedrooms, not including the bedroom Hill and her 
husband share on the bottom floor that was formerly a 
family room. 

"So you have five bedrooms," said Dunn. 

"We're not going to be relying on the Board of 
Assessors (for this legal matter)," stated Schaffer. 

The board determined that it has 90 days until 
it had to make a decision once the public hearing was 
closed. After a few long-ish periods of silence and pauses 
for thought, the board chose to continue Hill's public 
hearing until the next meeting so that Shippey could 
attend and give the board his opinion on the matter on his 
own behalf. 

Another discussion ensued as to whether Hill 
should be able to rent her entire house, like many do on 
popular networks such as Airbnb, since Hill is a business 
operating under a special permit and others are simply 
residential homes. 

"It doesn't seem right to me," said ZB A member 
Kate Mahoney. Other ZBA members voiced similar 
opinions. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for October 13 at 7:30 pm at the 


Marion Town House.

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ISL, which Quirk describes as the "premier athletic and 
educational association in New England." When applying 
for membership, a full team of Tabor administrators, 
board members, alums, and both current and former 
members of the athletic administration pitched in to shape 
a successful application. 

"It was Tabor's reputation for excellence, I think, 
that really made it happen," said Quirk. 

The ISL will provide substantial improvements 
to the athletic experience for student athletes at Tabor. On 
a practical level, the close proximity of the schools and 
defined structure of the league allows easier scheduling 
of athletic contests and less travel time for athletes and 
coaches. The bus rides to schools in Connecticut and New 
Hampshire, which often last over three hours one-way, 
will now be largely replaced by frequent visits to schools 
not much farther than an hour away. 

From a competition standpoint, the ISL will 
provide a more competitive yet supportive environment 
for athletes at all levels of play. The longstanding 
reputation of excellence held by the ISL is one that Tabor 
will both benefit from and contribute to, adding its own 
flair of athletic philosophy into the mix.

As the school year begins, our thoughts turn 
to what we hope young people will learn this year. As 
parents, teachers and others concerned with health, let's 
be aware that youth are being targeted by the tobacco 
industry. Big Tobacco is sweet talking our kids with 
products that are sweet, cheap, and easy to get. Fruit and 
candy flavors in little cigars, chewing tobacco, hookahs, 
electronic cigarettes and e-liquids attract youth and 
contain varying amounts of nicotine that can lead to 
nicotine addiction. 

In 2009, the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
wisely banned flavored cigarettes (other than menthol) 
because of mounting evidence that the tobacco industry 
was using flavors to market to youth.

tobacco industry has been producing other tobacco 
products using the same flavor chemicals found in candy 
and soft drink products like Life Savers, Jolly Ranchers 
and Kool Aid. Yet they are NOT harmless. The tobacco 
industry is using these flavors to attract youth to products 
that are highly addictive because they contain nicotine. 

In fact, the U.S. Surgeon General found that 
tobacco companies use flavorings in smokeless tobacco 
products as part of a " graduation strategy" that 
encourages new users to start with flavored products 
with lower levels of nicotine and work their way up to 
more addictive products. Now the tobacco industry is 
circumventing the federal ban on flavored cigarettes by 
producing these other flavored products to establish a 
new route to addicting youth to nicotine. 

What can you do? Talk with young people about 
this. Make sure they know that these tobacco products 
contain nicotine and are not harmless. Back-to-school 
season is a time when youth are learning new and 
important information for the first time; as concerned 
adults, let's make sure they learn that flavored tobacco 
products contain nicotine.

Beginning in mid- August, all of Marion's 
municipal electricity has come from wind. If you've 
driven to the Cape lately, you'll have seen the four new 
turbines spinning along Rte. 25 that are generating clean 
power from wind energy. Marion's Energy Management 
Committee (EMC) sparked the agreement that brings 
this renewable electricity to our town, saving the Town a 
bundle of money - at least $80,000 per year. Not only are 
we now spending less on electricity, but the power from

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these turbines is reducing fossil fuel use by about 12,000 
tons of coal per year, or enough electricity for about 2200 
homes. In a world of gloomy headlines, this good news is 
a breath of fresh air. 

This windfall can be leveraged to save the Town 
even more money by investing in projects to increase our 
energy efficiency. The EMC has proposed that half of the 
savings be used to create an Energy Efficiency Fund to 
pay for Town projects such as converting street lights to 
LEDs, replacing old boilers and air conditioners with new 
energy-efficient units in Town buildings, and buying or 
re-leasing the Town's electric vehicles when their leases 
expire. Each investment idea will require approval by the 
Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, and / or Town 
Meeting. 

The Warrant for the Marion Special Town Meeting 
includes an article to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
petition the General Court to allow some of the savings 
from our wind-generated electricity to be reinvested in 
further energy-efficiency measures that will save even 
more money. Please come to Town Meeting at 6:45 pm 
on October 24 at the Sippican School and vote "AYE" on 
Article #5. Let's keep Marion sailing toward a greener 
future!

The Maltese Falcon (1941). Starring Humphrey Bogart 
and Mary Astor. Directed by John Huston. Running 
time: 101 minutes. Playing at the Brattle Theatre in Cam- 
bridge, October 3 - October 6. 

Humphrey Bogart's Sam Spade is a likable bas- 
tard, someone you might come to with your troubles but 
not with your power of attorney. Sam is a private detec- 
tive in San Francisco on the cusp of wartime (the movie 
was released about two months before Pearl Harbor), 
dealing with shady characters of various and vague na- 
tionalities. The Maltese Falcon is less about Dashiell Ham- 
mett's plot than about the interplay of cynical villains and 
anti-heroes, and first- time director John Huston (who also 
wrote the script) was savvy enough to know that. The 
Maltese Falcon itself is, as Sam might say, hooey; it's what 
Hitchcock liked to call the MacGuffin, the thing nobody 
has that everyone wants. 

This is a great American entertainment, and 
might lay claim to being the best directorial debut of 1941 
if not for a modest little film called Citizen Kane. As it is. 
The Maltese Falcon more or less inaugurated film noir as 
it came to be known in Hollywood, even though Hus- 
ton doesn't do all that much show-offy with the lighting 
or compositions — his effects are subtle, a sturdy cage 
enclosing a menagerie of creatures. Aside from two scenes 
dealing with the murder of Sam's partner Archer, the 
movie stays confined to offices and hotel rooms — it's 
claustrophobic, with the boxy Academy format hemming 
everyone in further. At times we seem to be viewing the 
world through a keyhole — the movie turns us into detec- 
tives. 

A woman calling herself Ruth Wonderly (Mary 
Astor) drifts into Sam's office, speaking of a dangerous 
man threatening her sister; there is no sister, and no Ruth 
Wonderly either — her real name, or at least the one she 
settles on, is Brigid O'Shaughnessy. Sam pegs Brigid as 
trouble from the start, yet still develops feelings for her, 
and is self-aware enough to be bitterly amused by them. 
There's a reason Sam didn't quite turn into a running 
character for Hammett (he appeared in three other short 
stories) — he's less a serial hero than a flawed portrait of 
wised-up urban manhood, complete with the prejudices 
of the day. He enjoys slapping around Joel Cairo (Peter 
Lorre in his iconic American role), whose homosexual- 





ity was more explicit in the 1930 book, and he enjoys 
needling the touchy thug Wilmer (Elisha Cook Jr.) by 
referring to him as a "gunsel," which pointedly did not 
mean what the squares of 1930 or 1941 (or 2016, possibly) 
thought it meant. 

Cairo and Wilmer work for "fat man" Kaspar 
Gutman (Sydney Greenstreet), who yearns to possess the 
titular bird statue, or "the dingus" as Sam dismissively 
calls it. By this point in the narrative it hardly matters 
what the Falcon is or what it's worth. All these vipers 
want it, and Sam says he can get it, but he's just weaving 
his own web of deceit. The Maltese Falcon is a comedy- 
tragedy about liars (the only straight shooter in the movie 
is Sam's secretary Effie, played as a wry sunbeam of mo- 
rality by Lee Patrick); the comedy derives from the sharp 
back-and-forth in the dialogue, as the liars assess each 
other and figure out who knows what and what can be 
gained, and the tragedy is bundled in at the end, when, as 
Danny Peary pointed out in his Guide for the Film Fanatic , 
one character goes quickly to Hell, while Sam goes more 
slowly but will get there sooner or later. 

Seventy-five years old on October 3 (when it 
comes to the Brattle in Cambridge for a four-day 35mm 
screening). The Maltese Falcon feels evergreen, not so much 
in style or attitude but in mood. It was the first of five 
films Huston made with Bogart, though I'm not prepared 
to say it's the best — The African Queen and especially 
Treasure of the Sierra Madre pose hefty competition. It is, 
though, the movie from which a lot of blessings flow; 
its influence may feel fainter in this era of romcoms and 
caped crusaders, but look for it and it's there. Its calloused 
urbanity comes from Hammett, its cheerful cynicism from 
Huston, its peculiar human gravity from Bogart, that odd, 
tooth-baring presence who excelled at men with dark 
corners but who was seldom less than compelling. Huston 
sets about surrounding this man of gravitas with a circle 
of moral gremlins, all of whom try their best to steal the 
picture (Lorre comes closest) while Bogart heavily stands 
his ground and fends them off not with a gat but with a 
gibe and a sneer.
